WASHINGTON, March 31.— 
President Roosevelt, in a message 
critical of Congress, notified the 
House today that he was permit- 


ting the controversial soldier vote 
bill to become a law at midnight 
tonight without his signature. 

The legislation, in his judgment, 
“is wholly inadequate to assure 
to service men and women as far 
as practically feasible the same 
opportunity which they would 
have to vote if they were at 
home.” 

He urged Congress to amend 
the legislation to permit soldiers 
to vote for Federal office regard- 
less of whether they have applied 
for state ballots or whether the 
governors of their states have cer- 
tified that the Federal ballot is 
acceptable under state law. He 


also urged the states to co-operate|(arr. 


as far as possible as quickly as 
possible with the current legisla- 
tion. 

Reasons Behind His Stand. 

There were at least three prac- 
tical political and parliamentary 
reasons why. the President allowed 
the bill to become a law without 
his signature despite his serious 
objections to it. 

Perhaps the most controlling 
reason was fear of ‘such headlines 
as “President vetoes soldier vote 
bill.” Whether their conclusion is 
true or false, many Democrats 
and Republi¢cans who have 
checked on sentiment in military 
camps here and abroad say that 
the soldiers want the right to vote 
whether they exercise that right 
or not. Had the President vetoed 
the bill, and no other legislation 
had been enacted, his opponents 
could have charged that he had 
deprived the soldiers of this right. 
In his message today, he put the 
responsibility for the inadequacy 
of the present legislation on Con- 
gress and the state governments. 

Perhaps the most immediate 
reason for the President’s decision 
not to veto the bill was that there 
is probably not a quorum of the 
Senate and the House in Wash- 
ington today. It is highly doubt- 
ful whether a veto could be sus- 
tained, with so many administra- 
tion suppoters out of town. 

Another reason for the Presi- 
dent's reluctant willingness to let 
the bill become a law is question 
whether the present Congress 
could, or would, approve a more 
adequate bill in this campaign 
year, with the first national] con- 
vention less than three months 
away

WASHINGTON, March 31 (AP). 
—“. .. The first day of April, a 
day on which playful tricks and 
impositions are practiced.” 

That’s Webster's definition of 
All Fools’ day, but not the Treas- 
ury’s. 

Beginning at midnight tonight 


a lot of new taxes go into ef- 


fect, and no fooling. 

“The origin of name and prac- 
says Webster. 

Well, the origin of the new 
taxes is a little $2,315,000,000 reve- 
nue number that became law re- 
cently over the veto of President 
Roosevelt, who said it was inade- 
quate and inequitable, — 

The new excise rates, ranging 
from a six-fold jump in cabaret- 
check levies to a dollar-a-barrel 
increase on beer, will yield a bil- 
lion dollars or more a year. 

The rest of the additional reve- 
nue comes from higher postal 
rates that went into effect last 
Sunday and from changes. in in- 
dividua] and corporation income 
taxes. 

More than half of the increased 
take from excises will come from 
higher liquor levies: A $9-a-gallon 
impost on hard liquors compared 
with the present $6 rate; the new 
$8-a-barrel beer tax, and wine in- 
creases ranging from 331-3 to 100 
per cent, 

The rest comes from new rates 
that will hike the cost of such 
luxuries as fur coats, jewelry and 
club memberships, make traveling 
more expensive and send up bills 
on such varied items as toilet 
goods, electric light bulbs, tele- 


phone and telegraph service and 
luggage. 

And the definition of luggage, 
incidentally, has been broadened 
to include not only trunks. and 
Suitcases but handbags, purses, 
wallets and even key and pass 
cases, 

An exception to the midnight 
effective date of the new rates is 
the 30 per cent cabaret-tax, which 
goes into effect at 10 a. m. to- 
morrow to avoid complications 
that would arise from trying to 
compute checks on two tax bases.

Japanese Government received a 
staggering blow from the west 
when the Soviet Government an- 
nounced today that it had signed 
a protocol under which Tokyo 
agreed to surrender its oil and 


coal leases on Northern Sakhalin 
Island in the Pacific. 

The Russians contracted to fur- 
nish Japan with 50,000 tons of oll 
a year for five years beginning 
after the war. 

Japan owns the southern two- 
fifths of Sakhalin and Russia the 
northern three-fifths. 


Russia agreed to pay Japan five 
million rubles (about $950,000) and 
to allow Japan free export of 
stored oil and coal in the conces- 
sion territory. Japan agreed to 
hand over to Russia all property 
belonging to Japanese concession- 
aires, including oil wells, other 
equipment, material and food. 

The actual transfer to Japan 
of the stored oil and coal in the 
concessioned territory is to start 
in five days.

Biggest Month in Air War. 

The big attack force, probably 
one of the largest ever sent out;

ranean, wound up the biggest 
month yet in the European air 
war. 

The attack on Nuremberg, the 
scene of Adolf Hitler’s pre-war 
Nazi party rallies and the peace- 
time center of the toy industry, 
was the ninth of the war on that 
city. 

It was carried out while British 
intruders ranged over the con- 
tinent shooting up airfields in 
France, the Low Countries and 
Germany itself and while a small 
force of German raiders wag giv- 
ing London its first alert in three 
nights. 

The official description of the 
Nuremberg raid as in “very great 
strength” suggested that in the 
neighborhood of 2240 tons of 
bombs had fallen on the city. The 
heaviest previous load for that 
target was 1680 tons on Aug. 27, 
1943, when the city wag last hit 
in force. 

Vital Plants in City. 

The city is one of the most im- 
portant railway and industrial 
centers of southern Germany. It 
is the site of such warplants as 
the M. A. N. Diesel engine works, 
the Faun motor works, the Sie 
mens-Schukert electrical works 
and other plants turning out 
tanks, armored vehicles, aircraft 
components, searchlights and oth- 
er frontline equipment.

Fortresses and Liberators 
Attack Bulgarian Cap- 
ital — Other Targets 
Along Adriatic Bombed 
by Yank Flyers. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
NAPLES, March 31 (AP).—Amer- 
ican Flying Fortresses and Liber- 
ators, in the greatest force ever 
sent by the Fifteenth Air Force 
against a single target, attacked 
railway objectives in Sofig, Bul- 
garian capital, yesterday. 

The raid was the second in 2% 
hours, the American heavy bomb- 
ers striking at the Bulgarian capi- 


tal: while it still was smoking from 
a heavy blow Wednesday night by 
Royal Air Force Liberators and 
Wellingtons. 

The American bombers and their 
escort encountered 40 German 
planes in the Sofia area and shot 
down 13, eight of the total falling 
prey to the fighters. | 

The attack was centered on So- 
fia's vital railroad yards through 
which passes the main line from 
Berlin to Istanbul, Turkey, and 
other Balkan points. However, 
other targets in the capital also 
were hit. 


The Allied Mediterranean air 
forces now are working in co- 
ordination with the Red Army’s 
advance into the Balkans. 

“Our air attacks on’ the Balkans 
are linked not only with the Rus- 
eian advance there, but with the 
whole Balkan situation and hawge 
Gefinite political aspects,” a hi 
air officer said. 


Simultaneously with the Sofia 
attack another Fortress formation 
hit the Imotski airfield in Yugo- 
siavia, Mitchells attacked shipping 
at Leghorn and a railway at Orte;

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SMALL-LOAN MEN 
“RIVEN SETBACK ON 
INTEREST RATES 


Convention Adopts .Pro- 
vision Making Maxi- 
mum Charges Same for 
All Companies. 


FIRST MAJOR DEFEAT 
OF LOBBY SINCE 1929 


Approved 37-29, Measure 
Still Faces Final: Pass- 
age Before S:"bmission 
to Voters.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 31.— 
A constitutional provision invali- 
dating special State laws permit- 
ting small-loan companies to 
charge 30 to 36 per cent a year on 


loans up to $300 was adopted late 
yesterday by the Constitutional 


Convention by a vote of 37 to 29, 
ending a riproaring three-day de- 
bate. 

The provision prohibits the Leg- 
islature from legalizing special 
high interest rates for a favored 
class of firms making loans tq-the 
public, and requires the establish- 
ment of maximum interest rates 
applicable alike te all lending 
agencies, such as small-loan firms, 
banks, credit unions and loan and 
investment firms. 


The action was the first major 
defeat suffered by the organized 
small-loan companies in Missouri 
since the 1929 Legislature reduced 
their legal lending rate from 42 to 
30 per cent a year. Since then the 
small-loan lobhy has been success- 
ful in obtaining one rate increase 
and defeating numerous legislative 
efforts to reduce the charges, 

Lobbyists on Sidelines. 

The loan lobby’s defeat was par- 
ticularly gratifying to one observ- 
er on the convention sidelines yes- 
terday — Representative Raymond 
J. Lahey of St. Louls, who was 
blocked at every turn last session 
by a hostile Legislature in his one- 
man fight for interest rate reduc- 
tion. 

Also on the sidelines were rep- 
resentatives of small-loan compa- 
nies, who watched in silence as 
the section was adopted by the 
convention. In addition to personal 
lobbying activities here, the com- 
panies have been flooding many 
delegates with letters asking that 
existing rates be undisturbed. 


Adoption of the section by the 
voters would repeal the interest 
provisions of the present small- 
loan laws and force these firms to 
eut their rates to 8 per cent a 
year, the statutory maximum for 
contract loans. The Legislature 
could increase the rate on small 
loans, but the new rates would be 
open to all firms, and the small- 
loan companies would face their 
first outside competition. 

One More Hurdle in Convention. 

The provision has one more 
hurdle to clear in the convention 
before it is submitted to the voters. 
After being passed on by the Com- 
mittee on Phraseology for correc- 
tions as to form and language, it 
will be subject to final passage. 
This requires 42 votes, a majority 
of the elected delegates, or five 
more votes than it received yester- 
day. Proponents, however, expect 
to pick up the additional five votes 
from the 17 delegates who were 
absent on yesterday’s roll call. 

The section, written by Delegate 
Allen McReynolds of Carthage, 
was amended by Delegate Ethan 
A. H. Shepley of St. Louis, to ap- 
ply to special handling and inves- 
tigation charges on loans as well 
as to interest. This will prevent 
the General Assembly from favor- 
ing any class of lenders by allow- 
ing them to charge certain fees in 
addition to interest. 

Rate Available to All. 


Although the section prohibits 
special interest rates for different 
classes of loan companies, it does 
not prevent the Legislature from 
classifying loans as to amounts 
and providing a separate interest 
rate for each class. This will en- 
able the General Assembly to au- 
thorize a higher interest rate on 
small loans, but will make that 
rate available to all lending firms, 

In the convention’s most fiery 
debate, Delegate Jones Parker of 
St. Louis shouted a warning that 
“we might as well adjourn sine 
die and go home if we fall down 
on our duty to do something for 
the poor people, who are the vic- 
tims of the loan sharks and the 
ones least able to pay exorbitant

The trend toward lower ceiling 
prices on many fresh fruits and 
vegetables will continue next 
week, the local Office of Price 
Administration announced today, 
citing a 2cent-per-pound reduc- 
tion for peas and green beans and 
a slight reduction in cabbage that 
sets a limit of 10 cents on two 
pounds.

When James Wicks, 20 years 
old, 1112A Madison street, was.

Beard Rickly, founder of the Ste. 
Genevieve artists’ colony—hung 80 
paintings and chalk drawings in 
a joint exhibit at the gallery, 812 
Union boulevard, but after the 
works had been on exhibit for two 
days the guild board of directors 
notified the artists 11 of the can- 
vases hac been taken down be- 
cause of their “controversial char- 
acter.” 

“I thought we had free speech, 
but we don’t have free painting,” 
Mrs. Edsall asserted. 

Henry Chadeayne, president of 
the guild, said removal of the 
works did not result from any 
one-man decision but came after a 
vote by a quorum of the board, 
which ‘hoz 10 members. “The 
board concluded it was not in the 
best interests of the guild to show 
the:s controVersial paintings,” he 
said. “I don’t want to make a 
mountain out of a molehill, but 
the guild is perfectly willing to 
stand on its decision.” 


“It seems so coercive, partic- 
ularly in an_ election year,” 
Mrs. Rickly protested. “I feel 
that: works should stand on 
their artistic merits and not 
be cenSored politically. I know 
that one of the bylaws says the 
guild shall not show objectionable 
matter, but to my mind this refers

Edsall’s charcoal and crayon 
sketch on newsprint entitled “The 
Sly Mr. Fly of the F. C. C.,” in 
which Mr. Public attempts to cut 
red tape Mr. Fly has tangled 
around microphones symbolizing 
radio. Also left on display was 
Mrs. Rickly’s “And So the Baby 
Grew Up!” which’ depicts the New 
Deal as a haloed child in 1932, 
and as an overalled brute armed 
with a barbarian’s club in 1944. 
Other anti-New eal canvases re- 
maining on exhibiit portray a 
crowned Roosevelt seated on a 
throne and surrounded by’ satel- 
lites. 

The two artists, said they tried to 
deal with all phdses of contempo- 
rary life in their exhibition, includ- 
ing the horrors of war and ration- 
ing. But oddly enough, the most 
artistically effective works were 
those seeking to convey no mes- 
sage. A colorful flower study by 
Mrs. Rickly and a crayon portrait 
of a young woman by Mrs, Edsall 
were outstanding in this respect.

(Until Japan’s conquests in. the 
current war, Sakhalin was Japan's 
only source of petroleum for dis- 
tillation into the best aviation 
gasoline.) 

Only last night, the Russians 
announced renewal of an agree- 
ment granting Japan fishing 
privileges in Far Eastern waters 
for five more years. The fisheries 
pact renewal is based on the 1941 
neutrality treaty under which Rus- 
sia and Japan have remained at 
peace. 

The agreement was signed by 
Solomon Lozovsky, Soviet Vice 
Commissar for Foreign Affairs, 
and by Nautake Sato, Japanese 
Ambassador. It became effective 
immediately. The Communist 
Party newspaper Pravda said the 
agreement was reached after “last 
month’s discussions,” 

The fisheries pact has been un- 
der negotiation since Dec. 31, 
when the 1943 agreement expired. 
Terms of thé 1944 agreement were 
not immediately made known. The 
1943 agreement had provided for 
an increase in the rates to be 
paid by the Japanese for the 
privileges. 

Japan received the southern part 
of Sakhalin and the basic right 
to bid for fishing concessions in 
Siberian waters under the Ports- 


|mouth treaty of 1905, which end- 


ed the Russian-Japanese war. A 
long-term fisheries convention 
subsequently was agreed on, but 
it expired in. 1986 and since then 
the agreement has been subject 
to renegotiation every year. 


Tokyo Radio's Comment. 
Tokyo radio, discussing the 
agreements, said that “long-pend- 
ing matters that had been con- 
stant problems between our na- 
tioh and the Soviet Union have 
been solved at one stroke” and 
called them a “definite illustra- 
tion that the neutrality pact is 
rigidly maintained between Japan 
and the Soviets.” 

“It also proves,” Tokyo asserted, 
“that the relationship between 
Japan and the Soviet Union is al- 
Ways secure and stabilized.” 

Sakhalin, which is separated 
from the Asiatic mainland by the 
Strait of Tartary, is 1000 miles 
north of Tokyo. It is 600 miles 
long, 16 to 105 miles wide and 
has an area of 24,560 square miles. 

During the Russian civil war 
and the Allied intervention which 
followed the 1917 revolution, Jap- 
anese troops occupied the entire 
island and did not evacuate the 
northern part until the 1925 agree- 
ment. 

Russia first settled Sakhalin in 
1857 and from 1875 until 1905 
owned the whole of it. 

In the last few years the Soviet 
Government has established sev- 
eral colonies in its half of the 
island,

TERMS SOVIET RECOGNITION 
VICTORY FOR ITALIAN PEOPLE 


The Soviet recognition of the 
Badoglio government is in reality 
a victory for the Italian people, 
Ferruccio Marini, anti-Fascist and 
former labor leader in Northern 
Italy, said in a speech in the 
Italian language last night at 
Palma Augusta Hall, 1920 Mar- 
coni avenue. 

This is true, he said, because it 
recognizes the Italian state as an 
independent nation and as a co- 
ally rather than a belligerent at 
armistice. It brings the Italian 
people within the fold of the 
democratic powers, and _ gives 
them an opportunity to play a 
more active part in the expulsion 
of the Nazis, he asserted. Marini 
said Soviet recognition of Badog- 
lio’s regime did not constitute an 
indorsement, but rather a recog- 
nition of the Italian people. He 
urged unity among Italian-Amer- 
icans in support of President 
Roosevelt’s policies; asserting that 
the forces which are now being 
defeated in Italy would find. an 
ally in a reactionary America, 

An address was given in English 
by P. Knowles Robbins, president 
of the St. Louis chapter of France 
Forever, who also expressed hope 
for the liberation of the Italian 
people and recognition of the 
democratic elements of the Ital- 
ians by the Allied powers.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 31.— 
A minority report recommending 


establishment in Missouri of a 
unicameral, or single-house, Leg- 
isiature was filed with the Con- 
stitutional Convention yesterday, 
keeping alive the fight for aboli- 
tion of the present two-house 
General Assembly. 

The minority report, written by 
Delegate Stratford Lee Morton of 
Clayton, excepts to the recommen- 
dation of the Committee on the 
Legislative Department for con- 
tinuation of the bicameral sys- 
tem. Morton said he would ask 
the convention to adopt his pro- 
posal in place of the committee 
report, and if this failed, he would 
ask that the unicameral proposal 
be submitted to the voters as an 
alternative proposition. 

The minority report was signed 
by five other delegates, including 
former State Senator George D. 
Clayton Jr., Hannibal, chairman of 
the Legislative Committee. Clay- 
ton said last night he was opposed 
to the unicameral system but had 
signed the report because it pro- 
posed a number of procedural re- 
forms, such as record committee 
votes, which were contained in 
the majority report.

De Lorenzo Indicted for 
Saying He Never Had 
Been Arrested on Crim- 
inal Charge. 


NEW YORK, March 31 (AP).— 
Thomas de Lorenzo, president of 
local 365, United Automobile 
Workers (CIO), was indicted to- 
day by a Federal grand jury on a 
charge of making false statements 
in an affidavit submitted in con- 
nection with his appointment to 
the labor panel of the National 
War Labor Board. 

The indictment charged that De 
Lorenzo, whose local represents 
employes of the Brewster Aero- 
nautical Corporation’s plant, as- 
serted in an affidavit sworn to 


April 30, 1943, in connection with 
an application for Federal employ- 
ment that he never had been ar- 
rested or indicted except for traf- 
fic violations in New York City. 

Thomas F. Murphy, assistant 
chief of the criminal division of 
the United States Attorney's of- 
fice, said that De Lorenzo was 
arrested March 15, 1933, in New 
York on a disorderly conduct 
charge; on Dec. 16, 1933, on a 
homicide-by-automobile charge; on 
July 7, 1941, in Hackensack, N. J., 
on charges of inciting a riot and 
malicious mischief. 

Murphy said De Lorenzo was in- 
dicted on the latter charge. 

De Lorenzo also was charged in 
the indictment with stating he had 
been employed from January, 1935, 
to July, 1939, by the Seversky Air- 
craft Co., as an assembler. The 
statement, the indictment set 
forth, was false in that he was 
never employed in any capacity 
by the Seversky organization. 

De Lorenzo testified before a 
House committee last November 
that he was born Harry Posner, 
had used many aliases, including 
Tom de Lorenzo, James Harris 
and Sid Trauris, and had legally 
changed his name to De Lorenzo 
in 1940.

Hospital Blocked

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 
3i—An attempt to bar the em- 
ployment of Japanese American 
physicians in the Missouri State 
Sanatorium for tubercular pa- 
tients at Mount Vernon through 
amendment of a pending bill con- 
cerning salaries of staff physi- 


cians of the hospital, was blocked 
in the Missouri. House yesterday 
afternoon on a point of order. 
Speaker Howard Elliott sus- 
tained an objection that § the 
amendment, by Dr. J. A. Gray, 
(Rep.), Atchison County, which 
Gray said was intended to pre- 
vent employment of Japanese, 
dealt with qualifications of the 


hospital employes and was not 
germane to a bill dealing only with 
salaries and not qualifications. 

One Japanese physician who 
formerly resided in Los Angeles, 
now is employed on the staff of 
the State Sanatorium, with the 
approval of Gov. Donnell. He was 
employed recently, after a. thor- 
ough inquiry by Federal agents. 

Dr. Gray’s amendment would 
have prohibited employment of 
any person as a staff physician 
at the hospital unless he had been 
licensed as a physician by the 
Missouri State Board of Health, 
prior to the appointment. 

He said his amendment was in- 


tended “to prevent a wholesale 
importation and employment of 
Japanese by the present adminis- 
tration.” 

“He might be skillful,” Gray 
said, referring to the physician at 
Mount Vernon, “but by the eternal 
Gods a Jap is a Jap. We have been 
too lenient with the Japs.” 

The amendment developed strong 
objection from the House. Mrs. 
Elsie H. Langsdorf (Dem.), St. 
Louis, protested against injection 
of racial questions. O. K. Arm 
strong (Rep.), Springfield, con- 
demned any move toward intoler- 
ance. He said there was no rea- 
son for barring any citizen merely 


because of his descent, 

Further protest was cut off by 
the point of order against the 
amendment and the bill was per- 
fected, preparatory to passage. It 
would authorize the Board of

Gen, Herron admits that the 
great middle class of officers, 
about 60 per cent of the corps as 


-a whole, do their work well in and 
out of season, These are the men 
rated in the three categories of 
“satisfactory,” very satisfactory” 
and “excellent.” His complaint is 
that the current system of ef- 
ficiency reports is defective with 
regard to the top and bottom 
classes, which are designated as 
“superior” and “unsatisfactory” 
and which are estimated to com- 
prise about 20 per cent each of 
the corps. 

The need, he asserts, is for re- 
ports that “clearly point out the 
best and the worst in every 
grade.” To the question as to 
whether the present system ful- 
fills these requirements his an- 
swer is a flat “no.” 

“The existing system,” Gen. 
Herron continued, “not only mis- 
erably failed to meet the hopes 
of its sponsors, but worked actual 
injustice both to the Army and to 
the individual. In practice, the 
general rule is: 

“‘All are best and none are 
worst.’ But such information is 
the very bone and substance of 
any efficient rating system. Our 
system shelters the unfit and hin- 
ders the search for the leaders 
of leaders whom we need s0 badly 
to find.” 


Gen. Craig Concurs. 


Gen. Craig commented that he 
had no reason to believe the ef- 
ficiency records of this war are 
better than those of World War I, 
and added: 

“I join with Gen. Herron in the 
hope that this presentation will 
help evoke a better system than 
the one we now have, and that the 
responsible authorities will put 
such a system into effect with a 
speed commensurate with the 
acuteness of the emergency. The 
existing system is a broken reed 
beyond repair or patching. It 
must be replaced.” 

Gen.’ Herron maintained that 
the genius of Marshall, MacAr- 
thur and Eisenhower was known 
to their 
were Second Lieutenants, but that 
it took years for the information 
to percolate to the top of the War 
Department. 

When the emergency came in 
1940, he related, 150 general of- 
ficers were needed to initiate the 
mobilization. Instead of showing 
the 150 best officers, the efficiency 
reports showed only that out of 
4000 ground officers of suitable 

2000 were “superior” and “ex- 
cellent.” In the lower grades, Gen, 
Herron charged, the reports indi- 
cated that 95 per cent of all of- 
ficers were in the upper two of 
the five possible fatings. Only 
“one poor unfortunate” was grad- 
ed as “unsatisfactory.” Yet the 
chiefs of branches, when called 
upon, named about 200 whom 
they believed unfit for war. 

Poor leadership, especially in 
company and battalion officers, 
from Lieutenants to Majors, was 
mamed as the one great weakness 
of the American Army that must 
be remedied before Western Eu- 
rope is invaded, in a recent article 
by the New York Times’ military 
correspondent, Hanson W. Bald- 
win. 

The basic problem, Baldwin ac- 
knowledged, is lack of experience; 
but he declared that many, in the. 
ground forces particularly, will 
never make officers. He accused 
such men of being puffed up with 
false pride, of looking upon them- 
selves as privileged creatures and 
their men as underlings, and of 
being more concerned with pro- 
motion and medals than with the 
eare of their men, which is “the 
one absolutely indispensable re- 
quirement of leadership.” 


Tracing the Blame. 

Inguiry by the Post-Dispatch 
reveals that no doubt there are 
thousands of officers who should 
be combed out of the Army as 
unfit, but that today’s officer 
corps as a body is distinctly su- 
perior to that of World War I, 
with its “90-day wonders” who 
after brief training were com- 
missioned directly out of civilian 
life. The problem stems funda- 
mentally from the refusal of the 
American people to prepare for 
war in time of peace, so that it 
was necessary to improvise an 
officer corps with breathless 
speed, on a monumental scale. 

There were only 17,000 offi- 
cers in the regular Army on its 
peacetime basis. That number 
had suddenly to be increased to 
half a million. The marvel is 
held to be not that so many 
but that so few as 20 per cent 
may be rated as unsatisfactory. 
The striking difference between 

the two world wars is to be found 
in the officer candidate schools 
which were instituted in Septem- 
ber, 1941. All enrollees came up 
from the ranks and had under- 
gone basic military training. Up 
to Feb. 3 of this year, these 
schools had contributed more than 
240,000 officers to the total of 
500,000.

Since June, 1942, actual service 
has been the of au- 
thorizations by theater com- 
manders .for about 15,000 men 
to return from overseas for train- 
in domestic officer can- 
didate schools, In addition, fouf 
such schools were established 
overseas, and have graduated 
more than 2500 officers. Theater 
commanders, on the basis of serv- 
ice, have appointed as commis- 
sioned officers more than 10,000 
enlisted men, civilians and war- 
rant and flight officers. Finally, 
exclusive of civilians and officer 
candidate schools, about 14,000 of- 
ficers, of whom 9000 were enlisted 
men, have been commissioned in 
the United States, 


Cumbersome Procedure. 

The specific ahuses charged by 
Gen. Herron admittedly date from 
June, 1940, and therefore concern 
the old regular Army, in which the 
procedure was so cumbersome that 
it was virtually impossible to re- 
tire any officer, however incom- 
petent, There was the matter of 
esprit de corps, and a humane 
unwillingness to turn out into the 
cold world the most unsatisfactory 
officer, since he was a professional 
soldier and knew no other trade. 
In the last resort, he could always 
appeal to his Congress man. 


In his 1941 biennial report, Gen. 
Marshall, Chief of Staff, boldly 
attacked the problem of revitaliz- 
ing the leadership of the United 
States Army. He overthrew the 
established system of promotion 
by seniority and substituted a pro- 
cedure based on merit. He also 
asked for and obtained from Con- 
gress legislation enabling Army 
reclassification boards to recom- 
mend the advancement, demotion, 
transfer or dismissal] of any offi- 
cer, 


In his article, Gen. Herron rec- 
ommended a new style of effi- 
ciency report, under 10 heads. An 
examination of the report forms 
now in use show that they cover, 
in a manner still more detailed, all 
the points suggested by Gen. Her- 
ron, with the added provision that 
any officer graded as “unsatisfac- 
tory” ig required to file his own 
defense along with the report. 


Every officer must be reported 
on at least once a year, and in 
addition as often as he or the re- 
porting officer change posts. This 
is said to work out to an average 
of two comprehensive reports an- 
nually on every oficer in service.

HE War Department In a letter made public here today acknow- 
ledged that general misunderstanding of official reluctance to 
make public certain information was having a detrimental effect 


on public support of the department and Army, but explained that 
sometimes a time lag is mandatory because of the immediate battle 


situation. 


The statement was made in a 
letter from Maj. Gen. A. D. Surles, | 
director of Army public relations, | 
to Roy A. Roberts, managing 
editor of the Kansas City Star 
and president of the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors, 
who had written the War Depart- 
ment regarding delayed release of 
several news stories recently and 
pointed out there was growing un- 
easiness in the nation that the 
Army was not always withhold- 
ing information for security rea- 
sons alone, 

Surles acknowledged he knew of 
this feeling, and stated in his let- 
ter which discussed the Patton 
incident, the Bari sinkings and 
the shooting down of 23 friendly 
airplanes off Sicily, that the de- 
partment had every desire to give 
out all information from battle 
fronts, favorable or unfavorable, 
as quickly as possible, but at times 
a lag was necessary to keep valu- 
able information from the enemy. 


Text of Suries’ Letter. 


Surles letter, made public by the 
War Department, follows: 


“T have just read your letter of 
March 25 and thank you for the 
clear exposition of what I am up 
against in trying to retain respect 
for my honesty in view of the 
peculiar conditions I must face 
from day to day. 


“I can sense the growing idea 
that we are endeavoring to cover

“As an explanation of some of 
the occasions where I have been 
roundly scolded, let’s take a few 
instances.

In the first: place, I think it 
should be borne in mind that the mem- 
bership of the Legislature is rather an 
accurate and representative cross-sec- 
tion of the moral, economic, religious 
and political attitudes of the people of 
Missouri. In it you will firld men who 
represent every trend of public and 
private thinking. 

If in such a group you find the cor- 
rupt individual, you will also find the 
incorruptible. 

If in it you find those who cannot 
rise above petty partisanship, you will 
also find those who can. ) 

If in it you find the stolid reaction- 
ary, you will also find the progressive, 
constructive thinker. 


And these things being true, it is, in 
my opinion, either crass ignorance or 
very shallow thinking on your part to 
call all. of us “selfish and arrogant poli- 
ticians” or to refer to us all as the 
“corrupt and lobby-ridden Legislature.” 
It very closely resembles libel. 


You have repeatedly referred, and do 
so once again in this.editorial, to the 
“blue-ribbon legislators” from St. Louis 
and Jackson County, and have grouped 
them all together without regard to 
their individual stands on important leg- 
isiation. If you would take the trouble 
to inquire into the matter, you would find 
that practically all these men and wom- 
en are honest, efficient and capable leg- 
islators and undeserving of the incon- 
siderate and ill-advised charges you 
have made against them.

coal burners, | 

Yet Mr. Schleifer used the Terminal’s situa- 
tion as an excuse to imply, in his letter to 
Mayor Kaufmann, that, if the city refuses to 
suspend the ordinance, the authorities may be 
compelled to forbid the shipment of coal to St. 
Louis from the distant points now supplying the 
smokeless variety. ! 

Mr. Schleifer’s deep personal prejudice against 
the .smoke ordinance, which coincides with the

was clearly manifest when he said in hig letter 
to the Mayor that, if the ordinance were sus- 
pended, “your people will then be in a position to 
buy what they please, from whom they please, 
in keepfng with the best principles of the Amer!i- 
can free enterprise system.”

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What Happened in New York 


If Sidney Hillman wanted both “politics” and 
“action,” he got them in strong doses in New 
York. How badly he has damaged the CIO 
Political Action Committee by staking its 
strength against State leadership of the American 
Labor Party, it is too soon to tell. But some of the 
labels hung on the Communist wing, which he 
backed in the fight for control of the party, are 
certain to stick to him. Martin Dies, meantime, 
has been handed a whole new arsenal and the 
CIO committee is still his target. 

Few would quibble with the original intention 
of the Political Action group. Its aim was not to 
vote the unions down a party line, but to follow 
the old Gompers precept of educating union 
members in their own best interests. Its records 
have been made available to the FBI without 
exploding any scandals. 

Yet by planging it into a third-party contest 
that was a patent attempt by Communists to 
capture that party to replace their own, Hillman 
has discredited sincere labor voting everywhere 
and certainly hurt the fourth-term chances he 
hoped to help. Hillman is no more a Com- 
munist than he was in 1940, when he was labor’s 


official representative in Washington and faced 


with Communist-led strikes in war plants. Again, 
he may have taken a beating because of them. 

On the surface, the New York struggle seems 
a little silly to outsiders. Both the “left” and 
the “right” of Communist and Liberal wings 
would back the same candidates. What was the 
fuss about? Something, actually, far deeper 
than any party line preaching “unity” could 
smooth over. Marcantonio, Mills, Mike Quill 
and their followers, and Dean Alfange, Counts, 
John Childs, Gideonse, David Dubinsky and their 
followers are representative of a nation-wide con- 
flict. The latter follow an unwavering philosophy, 
while the Communists must follow slavishly the 
changing party line. They have révived the old 
saying of Bolshevik-Menshevik days: “A Com- 
munist’s worst enemy is a liberal.” 
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A Question of Honor 

The American people are deeply committed 
to recognition of the Balfour Declaration of 1917, 
which promised a Jewish refuge in Palestine, 
The Senate adhered to it in 1925. By treaty, we 
recognized Great Britain's mandate over Pales- 
tine, which is not a British colony, stipulating 
that no changes should be made there without our 
consent. President Roosevelt said earlier this 
month, through a spokesman: “The American 
Government ‘has never given its approval to the 
White Paper of 1939.” This document closes 
the door to further Jewish immigration, except 
for 28,000 persons who have visas. 

Yet the White Paper, which Winston Churchill 
himself condemned, at the time of its issuance, ex- 
pires without abrogation today. It expires with- 
out action by Congress on the Wagner-Taft- 
Wright-Compton resolution in favor of continued 
Jewish immigration to Palestine, since Gen. Mar- 
shall, Secretary Stimson and Secretary Hull re- 
quested that it be dropped... Senators Clark, 
Bridges and Johnson of.Colorado protested. Jew- 
ish immigration to Palestine will be barred after 


today unless the Arabs there agree to its con- 


tinuance, and that they obviously will not do. 

This nation has sacrificed more than solemn 
commitments by failing to take positive action 
at this time. The President spoke of “full 
justice” whenever “further decisions are reached,” 
but today justice stands with bandaged eyes. The 
hunted, tortured Jews of Europe care not so much 
for “future decisions” or the creation of a Zionist 
state in Palestine. What they need now is 
sanctuary for all who can escape, sanctuary nof 
only for the 5000 Balkan children to whom 
Turkey will give passage from Constanza to 
Haifa, but for thousands more like them. Yet 
the door is closed. 

Pierre Van Paassen hag justly called the 
Jewish population of Palestine, in recognition of 
its great contributions to our side of the war,

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Fair Play in Small Loans 


Equality of rates and no special privileges in 
the money-lending business—these will be the 
results if the people ratify the provision approved 
yesterday by the Constitutional Convention. 

This is the most hopeful move toward rescue 
of needy borrowers from exorbitant interest rates 
in the years of fighting against the strongly en- 
trenched small-loan tnterests. 

The provision, written by Delegate McReynolds 
and amended by Delegate Shepley, was adopted 
by a vote of 37 to 29, in which the convention 
majority, in sharp contrast to the Legislature's 
usual performance, disregarded the arguments 
and pressure of the small-loan lobbyists. 

The -section leaves the fixing of rates up to 
the Legislature, and .thus meets the objection to 


writing interest figures into the Constitution. Its 7 


principal benefit is that it knocks out the whole 
structure of special-interest legislation, under 
which the small-loan companies now reap bo- 
nanzas from their rates of 36 and 30 per cent 
a year, and puts in its place the requirement 
that no class of lending firms shall be privileged 
to charge higher interest than another. 

The measure thug achieves what the power- 
ful small-loan lobby prevented at the last ses- 
sion: of the Legislature: it puts some competi- 
tion into the small-loan field. It will enable banks 
and credit unions to meet the lending compa- 
nies on equal terms. And, if the Legislature 
heeds the sense of this constitutional provision, 
it will mean small-loan rates that are no longer 
a. crushing burden on the borrower. 

The small-loan interests are sure to fight this 
plan, but they haven’t a leg to stand on so far 
as logic is concerned. A drastic rate reduction 
has long been in order, and so hag the ending 
of these companies’ monopoly in the small-loan 
field. The provision by one stroke opens the 
way to both these needed changes. 
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Appeal for a Patronage Inquiry 

When the Board of Education, without a word 
of discussion, last week pigeonholed former 
Comptroller Lee’s vigorous report charging vio- 
lations of the no-patronage rule in the school 
system, its members may have thought the em- 
barrassing matter was ended right there. Some 
citizens of this community have been thinking 


' about the matter, and they have decided the Lee 


charges should neither be dropped nor forgotten, 

The Public Education Association, a co-ordi- 
nating body for some 60 school, church, labor, 
professional and other groups, has recommended 
a Circuit Court hearing of the Lee charges. Its 
statement says, with good reason, that “these 
charges seriously reflect on the integrity of the 
Board of Education as a whole and weaken the 
faith and confidence of the citizenry in the ad- 
ministration of our system of public education.” 
So the organization points out that the matter 
can be taken into court on the motion of a board 
member, a board officer or any 10 citizens, and 
it urges that this be done. 

It would be highly worthwhile for such a move 
to be launched, and the association considers it 
the duty of officials or citizens to bring about 
the inquiry, But whatever steps are taken, the 
episode furnishes fresh evidence of the need for 
a system of reform in school administration such 
as that now being widely discussed. 

Under a real merit system, such a patronage 
situation as the Lee report cites could not arise. 
With a smaller membership and an appointive- 
elective system for choosing members, there is 
strong assurance that both the caliber and func- 
tioning of the board would improve greatly. That 
an educational association must now call for 
volunteers to bring about investigation of fla- 
grant spoils practices, which the board has failed 
to control, proves again how badly the welfare 
of St. Louig school children needs a sweeping 
change in the system. 
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The Act Still Stands 


When the United States granted Russia elev- 
enth-hour recognition in 1933, Ambassadors were 
exchanged by the two countries. The circum- 
stances are as remotely different as war can 
make them in the case of Russian recognition 
of Italy, yet the principle is the same. Western 
diplomacy has one constant. If you want to 
acknowledge a government, you send an Ambas- 
sador to it. It is according to that principle that 
the Algiers Committee has justly sought to be ac- 
credited by the Allies as one of them, in full 
partnership. 

No amount of editorializing in Izvestia can take 
the sting, for those who want to see Fascists 
swept out and a republic created in Italy, from 
Badoglio’s breast-beating welcome of Russian 
recognition. He was right when he exulted that 
it strengthened his ex-Fascist government and 
the position of the intolerable little King. He 
was right in interpreting it as a consolidation 
of his illegitimate power. Moscow may not prac- 
tice Western diplomacy, yet it surely can weigh 
the effect of applying the recognition principle. 

Izvestia has its right side, too, although the 
explanation doesn’t erase the act itself. It is true 
that, although Italy surrendered to the three 
powers, the Mediterranean Commission and its 
Russian representative were by-passed and Ital- 
ian decisions made wholly through the Anglo- 
American AMG. It is true that Russia had no 
contact with the cardboard government of an 
anomalous enemy “co-belligerent” which had sur- 
rendered to her. It igs most of all, and unfortu- 
nately, true fhat Allied mismanagement of affairs 
in Italy—social, diplomatic, military—has. been 
deplorable. 

But the mistakes of the Allies, especially their 
coddling of the little King and his Duke of 
Addis Ababa, did not justify Russian action. The 
Kremlin has represented itself again and again 
as championing popular causes in all captive and 
enemy countries. That representation was thrown 
open to serious question when Soviet Russfa 
was willing to sacrifice it, however temporarily, 
for the dubious gain of getting a representative 
fitted somewhere into the Italian picture.

different from the citizen of any other 
nation?” 
The first fact about the American is that 
there are almost 135 millions of him, of 
more racial and language groups than live 
anywhere else under one government, un- 
less it be in India. 

The American can be the most independ- 
ent cuss on earth, and give no thought to 
conventions or social gradations, 

In books of the eighteenth century we 


glimpse many such traits in the making—., 


the wish to get ahead and to do it in one’s 
own way, above all to manage one’s own 
life as one chooses with an absolute min- 
imum of interference from anybody. 


The great mass of the people who came 
here as permanent settlers were of the 
lower middle and poor classes. Hardened 
and made more self-reliant by the rigors 
of life in the New World, and far removed 
from the Europe where each man “knew 
his place,” they lost all regard for social 
status. So a Virginia yeoman could, in all 
sobriety, call Lord Baltimore a liar to his 
face and threaten to knock him down, 


Ever-Growing America 


The past means little to the American. 
He is used to trying to make the best of 
the present but with his eye on the future. 

In America, for three centuries, there 
have always been brand-new communities 
growing up which can afford the most-up- 
to-the-minute equipment without having to 
consider scrapping the cost of the old. 


In the early '90s an uncle of mine came 
back to New York from the new little city 
of Cheyenne and taunted me with the fact 
that New York. had only gas lights and 
horse-cars whereas Cheyenne had electric 
lights and trolleys. 

The American has raised women to an 
almost impossible eminence. In no other 
country does woman get her own way as 
she does in America. 


- The loneliness of the frontier made for 
a pleasure in welcoming strangers which 
is incomprehensible to people in the Old 
World. Loneliness was the fountainhead 
of that American hospitality which foreign- 
ers find so warm-hearted. : 


Most Friendly in the World 


Hence the American remains perhaps 
the most friendly person in the world. He 
has no fear that a chance conversation 
may later be a social liability. The old 
concept of “bigger and better” still has 
strong hold on him. At the same time, 
the small town is still perhaps the most 
characteristic thing in America, with its 
front-porch life, its easy friendliness. 


The American is supposed not to care 

about art. Yet a large part of the art 
of the Old World is now housed in America, 
and the unartistic American is equaling 
the best work done anywhere in literature, 
painting, sculpture, architecture. 
- The attitude of the American toward 
money is different from that of almost any 
other people. Making it has been more of 
a game than anywhere else, and when 
made, because made so easily, it has not 
been something to be hoarded but to be 
spent and. given away. 

A social leader in a Western city sent 


for a plumber, who when he came was s0 
drunk that the lady complained and the 
man was fired by his boss, He went to 
the mountains, struck it rich and 10 years 
later returned, sobered and worth millions. 
The lady who had ordered him out of her 
house opened the fashionable cotillion with 
him, That could happen only in America. 


The American has expanded his country 
across a continent, by war and purchase, 
but he has been a bitter opponent of over- 
seas expansion. You may call him an im- 
perialist in conquering the continent, In 
stopping short at high tide on both coasts, 
he has been an anti-imperialist. 


He doesn’t like war, though he hag been 
ready to fight at the drop of a hat if he 
has to. But after a war he finds it hard 
to hate his enemies. 


Hard Time Understanding Europe 


The width of the oceans and America’s 
opulence have had much to do with creat- 
ing this attitude. The American has diffi- 
culty understanding the problems and pres- 
sures of Europe. He has always looked 
down on each new influx of immigrants, 
but when he has come in contact with 
them, he has got along with them all right, 
and he cannot understand why they can- 
not get along with one another in their 
own lands. 


“Minority groups,” bah! “Haven't we 
the largest minority groups of any country 
in the world, and yet we don’t fly at each 
other’s throats all the time!” It makes 
him feel that foreigners in other countries 
must be fools or have an exceptionally 
large dose of original sin in them. 


The American has always been rather 
isolationist in military and political mat- 
ters. He wants to be free of international 
entanglements, much as he wants to keep 
free to change his personal career at home, 
Yet, isolationist as he is in one sense, there 
is perhaps no more internationally-minded 
person in the world. His interests and 
benefactions go all over the globe, 


Americans and the Future 


The American ig still young. He will 
be of enormous weight in the scales of the 
world to come. But what will count most 
will be the American’s dreams. 


Today there is no greater concentration 
of wealth and power than that in America, 
an almost empty continent three centuries 
ago. It has been made by dreams—dreams 
of opportunity, dreams of reward, dreams 
of equality, dreams of freedom. Perhaps, 
after all, dreams have unknown power, and 
the greatest dream humanity has dreamed 
as yet for its daily life has been the 
American Dream, which has brought mil- 
liong to our shores from all the nations 
of the earth.

Treatise on World s Languages 
Is Informing, But Often Dull 


“The Loom of Language,” by Frederick Bodmer; 
Lancelot Hogben, Editer,. (W. W. Nerten & Co. 
New York.) 

In “Mathematics for the Million,” Mr. 
Hogben succeeded in making mathematics 
a fascinating subject; whether he succeed- 
ed in making mathematicians is, of course, 
impossible to tell, In “Science for the Citi- 
zen,” he made science understandable and 
interesting without the cheaper methods 
of much popularization. In this book, the 
third in the series, he and the author 
avowedly hope to make linguists. 

The book is based on several premises, 
some unquestionably true, some not so in- 
dubitable. Premise 1: America is more 
language-conscious than it has ever Deen. 
True. Premise 2: Americans must have a 
greater knowledge of languages if they 
are to play their part in the development 
of world solidarity. True. Premise 3: A 
logical, practicable and simple auxiliary 
language to serve as a tool for interna- 
tional understanding is desirable. True. 
Premise 4: It is as easy to learn two or 
more related languages as it is to learn 
one. Highly doubtful. 

« s 7 

This book, if read, will make Americans 
language-conscious; if studied, it might 
help in the learning of a language. But I 
fear it will be seldom read and only occa- 
sionally studied, 

Mr. Bodmer analyzes language, points 
out the weaknesses and strengths of 
various languages, He shows that English 
is an “isolating” language fast growing to 
resemble Chinese, but without the handi- 
caps of that tongue. He compares Anglo- 
American, as he calls it, with its sister 
Teutonic languages, German, Dutch, Dan- 
ish, Swedish and Norwegian. He does like- 
wise for the Romance languages. ; 

All this igs interesting, if not all new to 
philologists, But Mr. Bodmer has tied up 
his material with so much that seems ines- 
sential to his purpose-—4l pages on the 
classification of languages, with discus- 
sions on root formation and flexions and 
agglutinations of languages ranging from 
Finnish to Bantu; 39 pages on our Latin 
legacy, with many pages show that the 
ordinary Roman-on-the-street did not speak 
in Ciceronian orotundities—that the reader 
flounders wearily through, A long para- 
graph discussing, for instance, the meth- 
ods of adjectival agreement ag it varies in 
all the Teutonic languages hardly comes as 
a resting place. 


The book does contain, however, a sec- 
tion that is extremely intéresting — “The 
World Language Problem.” Its discussion 
of the various auxiliary languages proposed 
is historically informative and currently 
important. But even here the author’s pas- 
sion for exhaustiveness forces him to too 
detailed a criticism of each of them, 

This reviewer, not being determined to 
learn four languages at once, has come 
through the ordeal] with a remaining jum- 
ble of intezsesting but not too important 
facts, and a conviction that philology does 
not necessarily enable one to write either 
well or lucidly.

Slump in American Leadership 


LONDON. 


F THE President, the Secretary of State and the American Con- 
gress will, within the next few weeks, snap to and elaborate a 
real consequential plan for the treatment of our allies and our 
enemies, they may just be in time to save something out of the 
world-wide wreck of American political leadership. Otherwise, ‘it 


will be too late to pull American 


prestige out of the same sort of 


nose dive as occurred after the last war. 


The slump is both moral and 
political: failure to respect nobly 
enunciated principles and failure 

“make and apply truly construc- 
*tive policies. Hull’s 17 points are 
cold potatoes—good potatoes in 
their time, but now stale and un- 
appetizing. 

Whereas Witson only reluctantly 
compromised his principles in the 
face of Allied opposition, Roose- 
velt and Hull have sacrificed theirs 
blithely as they went along and 
have failed to understand the 
for solid stuff. 
Therefore, the world has ceased 
to believe in the sincerity of the 
Atiantic Charter, the United Na- 
tions Declaration or the Moscow 
and Teheran promises. 


Too Early for Plans? 

The President and his palace 
guard may deny this, and may 
still stubbornly defend his cock- 
eyed line toward De Gaulle and 
Badoglio and his failure to under- 
stand the importance of Europe, 
which has sent George Kennan, 
American expert on the European 
Advisory Committee, home for real 
* $nstruction. 

The President’ backed by 


Churchill, may insist that it’s too, 


early for publishing concrete 
plans about Germany and the fu- 
ture world. Other United and 
meutral nations—as judged from 
London—can hardly be blamed for 
@eciding that moral principles 
and world political plans are more 
‘Important than even a Democratic 
party victory in the coming Amer- 
ican election. An America that 
“megilects the natural hierarchy of 
'‘walues must expect to lose its 
leadership—and has. 

Here in London, the American 
slump has been deplored to me by 
prominent British, Dutch, Belgian 
and Norwegian leaders, as well as 
by Poles, Yugoslavs, Frenchmen 
and Spaniards, whom one might 
expect to have particular griev- 
ances. It has also been gloated 
over by certain people to whom 
for idéological, commercial or 
sheer nationalistic reasons the 
thought of American leadership is 
hateful. 

The situation is worsened by 

e fact that no substitute is 
available and peoples have a grow- 
ing sense of drifting back into 


the deadly pre-war system. Stalin 
might doubtless have worn a man- 
tle which the American President 
allowed to slip from his shoulders. 
In certain portions of the world 
his leadership is unchallenged. 
But his expansionist line has un- 
questionably worried even - such 
sturdy sympathizers as the Czecho- 
slovaks. ° 


Elsewhere —if London govern- 
ments can claim to represent 
their people’s attitudes — Stalin's 
strong-arm methods are proving 
as alarming as Roosevelt’s inertia 
and Hull’s clumsiness are a dis- 
appointment. And while through- 
out Europe at least British pres- 
tige is slowly rising, one can’t be- 
gin to speak of British moral lead- 
ership as one did of American 
leadership a year or two ago. 


Therefore, there would still be 
time for American leaders to pull 
themselves together and quit 
listening to third-rate advisers, re- 
formulate a set of democratic prin- 
ciples and start applying them 
integrally, insisting on their appli- 
catgon by others. Hull’s promise 
to eo-operate with Congress in 
planning’ a world organization can 
be a good start. 


World Wants Our Ideals. 


In May, under pressure from the 
dominions, the British Common- 
wealth Council, consisting of For- 
eign Ministers of all dominions, 
will meet in London to seek a 
common foreign policy. But the 
world also wants a common plan 
for Gérmany, for Europe and for 
the trusteeship of backward 


peoples. | 


On this matter, the President, 
the Secretary of State, Congress 
and articulate people will have to 
work together, the former enabling 
the last to overcome a morbid fear 
of being gypped, which is the chief 
asset of isolationists and wreckers. 
An America that knows what it 
wants needn’t fear anyone or any- 
thing—for.the world wants the 
same sort of things we claim to 
stand for now as never before. 

Unless something is done speed- 
ily, it must be expected that mis- 
understandings and resentments 
will multiply and that the nations 
of the world, instead of coming 
together, will drift apart.

Son of Wu Sin Yin, 
“The Great,” and Wu Sin Yin’s 
first wife, Chee Moo, the baby 
Wu Hoo Git is marked for de- 
struction with his mother when 
an intriguing candidate for a sec- 
ond wife, Due Jong Fah, comes 
to his father’s attention.

In spite of the rigidly exact use 
of symbols and the traditional pos- 
ings’ of actors throughout, the 
Chinese manner allowed astonish- 
ing flexibility in comic, pathetic 
and other shadings by an infor- 
mality that went hand in hand 
with the rigidities to permit 
changes of scenes by the simple 
device of an announcer saying 
that the scene has changed and 
a prop man, in full view of the 
audience, arranging a few simple 
pieces of furniture to suggest the 
new setting.

Thirty-one per cent of the per- 
sons 65 years of age and more in 
Missouri received old-age assist- 
ance last December, compared to 
an average of only 22 per cent in 
the 48 states as a whole, the in- 
stitute reported, citing statistics of 
the Federal Social Security Board. 
Missouri’s average is exceeded 
only in Oklahoma, with 50 per 
cent; Texas, 48 per cent; Colorado, 
Georgia and Utah, each 42 per 


jcent; Washington, 39 per cent, and 


Arizona, 37 per cent. 

If Missouri made old-age assist- 
ance payments to 22 per cent of 
its population 65 or older, which 
is the average not only for the 
nation but for the four principal 
neighboring states, the number on 
the State rolls would be reduced 
from the March, 1944, figure of 
104,467 to 75,436. This reduction, 
based on the current average 
monthly payment of $21.55 a rec- 
ipient, would save taxpayers about 
$7,507,417 a year, the institute de- 
clared., 

There is reason to expect a 25 
per cent increase in the number 
of Missouri recipients after the 
war if present statutory provisions 
are not modified, the report con- 
tinued, adding that, as of Feb. 1, 
1941, 29 states had provisions in 
their laws making persons with 
sufficient financial resources liable 
for the support of needy relatives, 
and 34 states provided for recov- 
ery of old-age assistance pay- 
ments from recipients or from 
their estates,

Some Notes on the 


Sparrow Family 
By Leonard Hall ' ) 


HIS is a sort of open letter for my young 
T friend Bobby Phillips, who tells me that they 
read these columns, now and then, in his 
mature study class at school. This I consider 
quite a compliment 

and a warning, as 

well, to keep my 

observations accu- 

rate! The last piece 

Bobby mentioned

- new arrivals. The 

big spring migration has been under way now 
for about three weeks, although there are some 


birds who came north earlier than that, and 
the next month will see new species arriving 


almost every day.

ONE OF THE families of birds which inter- 
ests us most at this season is the sparrow, Men- 
tion “sparrow” to most people and they think 
of the dingy, gray and brown street gaminowhich 
was imported from England in 1850 and has 
spread throughout America in such numbers 
that it has become a serious pest. There are a 
few instances where the English sparrow de- 
stroys enough insects to be worth his keep, but 
on the whole he is a quarrelsome, destructive 
rascal who drives away the smaller song birds, 
clutters up every nesting place, always manages 
to get litter and trash into the gutter right 


where it stops up the downspout and destroys 


fruit and the young. vegetables in the garden as 
fast as they appear above the ground. The Eng- 
lish sparrow, decidedly, is not the one we are 
interested in and we are lucky enough to live so 
far from other houses that he is not interested 


in us! 

| ro 

THE SPARROWS which are native to Amer- 
fca, on the other hand, are a delightful and in- 
teresting family. There are, on the North Ameri- 
can continent more than 100 different varieties, 
of which about 20 come through Missouri during 
the migration season. Some of these are shy 
and keep to the woods and underbrush so they 
are hard to see and still harder to identify, while 
others afe quite friendly and enjoy the company 
of other birds and even of people. Some of the 
Sparrows, too, deserve to be ranked among our 
Sweetest singers. 

So far as our own experience goes, the field 
and tree sparrows are the only ones of the 
American sparrows which we are sure 4vinter 
here. These little fellows are hard to tell apart 
for they are the same size, have a brownish 
topknot and two white wing bars and a gray 
breast. But the tree sparrow has a dark spot 
in the middle of his breast and by that you can 
identify him. He also sings all winter long and 
small flocks of tree sparrows will gather in 
the fields on the snowiest day to harvest a din- 
ner of weed seeds. Field sparrows also congre- 
gate in smal] flocks but are more apt to be 
found slipping along through the undergrowth 
at the edges of the fields. During the heavy 
snows of late winter, both of these sparrows will 
occasionally come in to our feeder. 


. 


WE SUSPECT THAT the song sparrows may 
have wintered here this year for they,,too, ap- 
peared at the feeder early in February, which is 
a full month before these beautiful little song- 
sters generally reach St. Louis on their north- 
ward flight. The song sparrow seems to take 
on slightly different characteristics depending 
upon where he lives, so that there are a dozen 
different varieties. But wherever found, he is a 
favorite because of his unfailing cheerfulness 
and the delightful melody of the song he never 
tires of singing. You can distinguish the song 
sparrow by his speckled breast with the two 
dark spots on it. During the past two weeks 
several more of our favorites have returned, in- 
cluding the white-throated, the fox and the chip- 


ping sparrows. 
x x 


THE SECOND of these, the fox sparrow, is 
not only the largest of the family but also the 
handsomest. He is colored a rich and tawny 
red very much like his namesake, Reynard the 
fax. He is also a fine singer but we think that 
his outstanding characteristic is his habit of 
scratching for his food very much after the 
manner of a barnyard hen, so that he fairly sets 
the leaves to flying. The white-throats make 
themselves at home at the bird feeder and there’s 
hardly a time during the day when you won’t 
find a pair of them enjoying the cracked grain 
which we put out. The chipping sparrow, who 
closely resembles his cousins the tree and field 
sparrows, is as friendly as the robin and: blue- 
bird and likes to build close beside a house or 
out around the farm buildings. Almost always 
you wif} find a large percentage of horsehair 
woven into his nest, although this isn’t a par- 
ticularly good building material because it is 
long and coarse and scratchy.

THERE IS ANOTHER member of the finch 
family (to which the sparrows also belong) 
that’ is quite common to Missouri and deserves 
to be better known. This is the Towhee or Che- 
wink, who comes back early in March and makes 
no bones about announcing his arrival.. He is 
a big, distinctively marked fellow with bright 
red eyes, black hood, wings and tail in sharply 
contrasting white and black and white breast 
with gaudy notable cinnamon trimmings. The 
Chewink has two songs which are less notable 
for being musical than théy are for being un- 
mistakable. The first is a clear, sharply ac- 
cented che-wiNK, the che-wiNK, uttered in a 
cheerful and inquiring tone. The other song 
we interpret as “drink-your-tea,” with the last 
word repeated very rapidly four or five times 
like a trill. The Chewink is also an accom- 
plished ventriloquist so that often when he is 
singing loudly and repeatedly not more than 100 
feet away, it will take several minutes of inten- 
sive listening before you can locate him.

SO YOU SEE, BOBBY, it would be easy for a 
bird student to concentrate all of his time on a 
single family of birds like the American spar- 
rows. Here I’ve mentioned a ‘bare half-dozen out 
of more than a hundred and to really study all 
of them you would have to travel from the 
Aleutian Islands to Key West and from the 
northern-most tip of Labrador to Panama,

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The New Films

A Stirring Melodrama 


“THE PURPLE HEART,” which opens today at the FOX 
Theater, is an interpretation of one of the most horrifying 
episodes of World War II—the execution as “murderers” by 
the Japanese, in violation of internationally accepted treaties 

governing the treatment of prisoners of war, of 
eight American ‘flyers captured after the. bom- 
bardment of Tokyo. 

According to this interpretation, the Amer- 
icans were executed ag a result of rivalry be- 
tween the Japanese Imperial Army and Navy. 
The Navy maintained that because Japan’s home 
waters were “impregnable,” the American blitzers 
must have come from a land base. The Army, 
with its “honor” at stake, insisted that the 

Americans must have come from an American aircraft carrier 
that had safely penetrated those impregnable waters. 

In the course of the “questioning” that went before and 
after every phase of the “open” courtroom proceedings, the 
Americans were offered their lives by the Army on condition 
that they admit the Army’s premise, The Americans refused 
this condition. 

The Army chief, who'd promised, if he proved wrong in his 
premise, to commit suicide by way of “apologizing” to the Navy, 
was left no recourse then, as he saw, but to continue the 
“questioning.” When the Americans continued adamant, the 
General killed himself:~ The death sentence was then invoked. 


The Behavior of Braye Men 


The “questioning” to which the Americans were submitted, 
according to this interpretation, was, to take away the fancy 
names used by the Japanese war lords, torture. Read “closed” 
court for “open (neutral observers such as the Russians and 
the Swiss were excluded from the courtroom, while Germans, 
Italians, Hungarians and others were invited),” “Face” for 
“honor,” etc.. and the dominating pattern of the picture be- 
comes clear. 

* Produced by Darryl Zanuck, directed by Lewis Milestone, 
supervised for accuracy in the portrayal of the Nipponese Im- 
perial temperament by Otto Tolischus, “dean of foreign corre- 
spondents,” replete with carefully-worked-out incidents, and 
featuring such capable players as Dana Andrews, Richard 
Conte, Farley Granger, Kevin O’Shea, Donald Barry and Sam 
Levene, the picture is a first-class bit of melodrama, exciting 
and full of unexpected developments in the plot. 

Two actors who do remarkable jobs as the Japanese Army 
war lord and a Chinese are, respectively, Richard Loo and 
Peter Chong, both of whom happen to be Chinese, 

What makes this picture rather outstanding, over and 
above its story and actorial qualities, is, in this reviewer's opin- 
ion, the quality of speculation that’s brought into the picture 
early and then developed consistently as to how the Americans 
will act. Will they break under torture? Can they find an 
inner power with whic . to sustain themselves during physical 
and mental nightmares from which death, they know —_—- 
will be the only release? 

It is as a story of man’s behavior rather than as a mere 
drama of events that the picture claims attention. These two 
asp cts are masterfully blended. There are flaws in “The Pur- 
ple Heart,” but the achievement seems considerable. The 
picture becomes a powerful and moving symbol of America’s 
men at war. ° 


A Woman's War Picture 
“TENDER COMRADE,” feature presentation this week at 
the AMBASSADOR, is a story of five women in homefront war 
production who set up house together and put a flag with 
six blue stars in the window to indicate the num- 
ber of men they've loaned to the Armed Services. 
Emphasizing the “woman’s” angle, the pic- 
ture is probably one to appeal mainly to women. 
What the girls dream of for after the war, what 
they think of their men, food rationing, etc., how 
they make their duration home together work 
on a “democratic” basis, how they sustain one 
another in their trials and nag away at members of their quin- 
tet who seem to be falling from the duration straight-and- 
narrow code they set up, are*matters that go to make up much 


of the story. 

A flashback technique gives you episodes of the girls’ 
courtships and marriages. The present and the flashback epi- 
sodes" are held together by brief musical passages, wherein you 
hear sopranos doing “Ah” up and down the scale, The treat- 
ment is, of course, romantic, with surprisingly grim and occa- 
sionally effective scenes featuring arguments on the nature of 
patriotism. 

Ginger Rogers plays the “Tender Comrade” to Robert Ryan, 
who plays an overseas-bound Army sergeant. Ginger’s sassy, 
dynamic, cute, teary, smiling and tough, Ryan's thoughtful, 
understanding and loving. The title’s from a poem by Robert | 
Louis Stevenson. 

The other girls are played by Ruth Hussey, Patricia Col- 
linge, Mady Christians and Kim Hunter, Jane Darwell has a 
part. 

While, as I’ve already indicated, the picture’s heavily 
freighted with special appeal for women, there are episodes in 
which, because of outstanding dialogue and situation, both 
sexes may find equal delight. One such is the proposal scene 
between Ginger and Ryan. Another is Kim Hunter's descrip- 
tion of her meeting with her future husband, Ginger’s flair for 
being fussy in a manner both tomboyish and feminine is seen 
at its best in the first-mentioned scene, Miss Hunter, in the 
second, introduces herself as a comedienne and serious actress 
with every indication of an interesting screen future. 


South of the Border 


“RANCHO GRANDE,” the Mexican-made film beginning a 
week's run tomorrow at the ART THEATER, 3143 Olive street, 
leaves something to be desired by way of dramatic continuity, 

but shows attractive principals in the lead parts 
and is, definitely, a contribution to a North 
American’s understanding of the Republic south 
of here.

Stuffed Celery Cabbage. 

Two tablespoons chopped onion, 
one teaspoon green pepper, one 
tablespoon margarine, one-half 
pound ground beef, one-fourth cup 
condensed tomato soup, one-half 
cup bread crumbs, three-fourths 
teaspoon salt, one teaspoon par- 
sley, one small stalk celery cab- 
bage, one two-ounce package de- 
hydrated mushroom soup. 

Cook onion and pepper in mar- 
garine until] soft, but not brown. 
Add beef and brown lightly, stir- 
ring well. Remove from heat, 
add tomato soup, bread crumbs, 
salt and parsley. Mix well. Wash 
and dry the cabbage. Separate 
leaves as far as possible without 
removing base core. Remove tiny 
leaves ‘in heart of stalk. Fill cab- 
bage with meat mixture, pushing 
well down into bottom. Have a 
good layer of leaves on outside to 
hold mixture together. Tie secure- 
ly in several places. Lay in steam- 
er and steam 20-25 minutes. Serve 
with mushroom sauce made from 
dehydrated soup. 

Use the remaining tomato soup 
by combining with one-half cup 
grated cheese—beat and pour over 
toast. Serve for lunch with salad.

IF THE NAME of this cake 
sounds extravagant, try it and see 
if the results don’t change your 
mind. This is a golden yellow cake, 
which can be made with lard or 
margarine, If lard is used, be 
sure it is a bland-flavored lard. 
Try making the seven-minute 
frosting with pineapple juice in- 
stead of water. 

Golden Glory Cake. 

Two and one-fourth cups cake 
flour, two teaspoons baking pow- 
der, three-fourths teaspoon salt, 
one-half cup lard, or margarine, 
one and one-third cups sugar, two 
eggs (separated), three-fourths cup 
pineapple juice, three-fourths tea- 
spoon vanilla. 

Sift flour; measure and resift 
twice with baking powder and 
salt. Cream shortening thorough- 
ly, add sugar gradually and cream 
until light and fluffy. Add un- 
beaten egg yolks and beat well. 
Fold in alternately the stiffly 
beaten egg whites and the sifted 
dry ingredients. Add pineapple 
juice and vanilla and stir until 
well mixed. Pour batter imme- 
diately into two eight-inch layer 
cake pans which have been lined 
with waxed paper in the bottom 
and the sides buttered. Bake in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees) for 
25-30 minutes, until cake is 
springy when lightly touched with 
Transfer to cake racks, 
When cool, frost between layers 
and on top and sides with a seven- 
minute frosting made with pine- 
apple juice if desired.

N the time of his greatest 
wealth gathering and wealth 
spending, in the time of his fin- 
est screen portrayals, in the time 
of his possession of a wife's love 
and her bearing him two children, 
the son of Maurice Barrymore 
found no lasting contentment. 
One day he climbed to a little 
tower retreat with his manager, 
Henry Hotchener. Jack had a 
bottle with him. He poured him- 
self a drink. “It’s getting harder 
to go on the wagon,” he said. 
“Well,” said Hotchener. “Do you 
really want to stop?” Jack looked 
him directly in the eye. “I'm not 
suit that I do,” he said. He drank, 
then added, “It helps me not to 
worry too much about the future.” 
He now was 48, still vital, still 
prodigal and wayward, The next 
five years, however, would be for 
him a period of transition from a 
last dream to a last reality. The 
wild winds frequently had blown 
across his heavens, but soon he 
would know the whole gale, and 
then the hurricane. He hurled 
himself against these years with 
fist-shakings and scornful cries. 
His prodigious follies, quixotic 
deeds, intense bursts of labor, to- 
gether with his disregard of re- 
pose, would have felled a god.

By the end of the month Barry- 
more’s yacht, “the Infanta, had 
been launched and fitted, and on 
April 1 taken for»a shake-down 
cruise to Ensenada. Neither Jack 
nor Dolores went on the trial run 
of their yacht; the actor was busy 
on his picture, and Dolores expect- 
ing their first child. 


This girl, Dolores Ethel Mae, 
was born the morning of April 8, 
1930. Jack’s wife looked up at him 
to say, “I’m sorry for your sake 
that it’s a girl.” 


“IT wanted a girl,” Jack replied. 
“Doesn’t my whole life prove that 
I get along better with girls?” 

Jack became especially restless 
that autumn. He took a short trip 
alone to Ensenada; then, in Sep- 
tember, he dicided to go on a 
much longer cruise, taking Dolores 
and their five-month-old child on 
the sea journey. He would revisit 
places described with passionate 


earnestness in his dairy nearly 


five years before when aboard 
The Gypsy. Perhaps with- these 
scenes of an emotional yesterday 
once more springing up before his 
eyes, he might re-enshrine his 
great romantic dream, 

Jack employed a woman doctor 
as well as a nurse to look after 
the baby’s health aboard the 
Infanta, The family sailed from 
Long Be&tch September 27, 1930, 
bound for Cape San Lucas, Mazat- 
lan, and other ports eulogized in 


Jack’s diary. He could not, how- 
ever, as the voyage progressed, 
rouse the nodding gods of ro- 
mance, 

Then, after two months of cruis- 
ing, Jack suffered a severe gastric 
hemorrhage in Guatemala. He col- 
lapsed from loss of blood. The 
Infanta made for home, her own- 
er stretched out on his bed, 


When the Infanta reached port 7 


on December 2, Barrymore clothed 


-himself fully and disembarked to 


meet the reporters and press 
photographers on the Long Beach 
wharf. Public word of his illness 
was being withheld, 


One of the camera men saw on 
the pier a sea-turtle that Jack had 
captured. This shell-encased 
reptile weighed more than a hun- 
dred pounds. The photographer 
wanted a picture of the actor hold- 
ing the turtle. Dolores, fearing 
what might happen to her hus- 
bands’ stomach were he to lift 
such a weight, started to protest. 
Barrymore signaled for her not to 
interfere. He stooped, seized the 
armature of the turtle, then held 
it in a pose, 

After the reporters had gone 
Jack entered his limousine pale 
and weak. He stayed home in 
bed for the next month. He now 
suffered headaches on the right 
side of his head, above the ear, 
forerunners of neuralgic attacks 
that recurred periodically until 
1940, at which time they abruptly 
subsided,

One day during this illness he 
said to his manager, “I am told 
that if I don’t quit drinking I am 
sunk.” 

Jack, however, worked hard for 
the next year, earning $460,000 and 
winning the affection of Greta 
Garbo with whom he played in 
Grand Hotel. After a difficult 
scene, Garbo amazed everyone by 
throwing her arms around Barry- 
more and kissing him, 


“You have no idea,” she said, 
“what it means to me to play 
opposite so perfect an artist.” 


On the afternoon of June 4, 
19382, a son was born to Dolores 
and Jack, The expectant father 
had been pacing the hall for some 
time near the delivery room in 
the presence of a considerable au- 
dience of nurses and hospital at- 
tendants. He swore that if a son 
= given him, he would quit drink- 
ng. 

When the doctor called out, “It’s 
a boy!” Jack gave a glad cry. «As 
he touched his child, Barrymore 
cried: “Thank God! A son!” He 
observed in the boy’s rather long 
black hair, sturdy arms, and full 
chest a resemblance to his own 
father, Maurice Barrymore. 

Barrymore, looking out from his 
hospital room next to that of 
Dolores, saw a group of newspa- 
per men in the corridor. He as- 
sumed them to be kidnapers; no 
one could convince him to the con- 
trary. He sent his manager to 
Tower road to find a revolver and 
bring it to the hospital “instantly.” 

“lll stay up all night,” Barry- 
more threatened, “and shoot any- 
one that comes within a hundred 
yards of my son.” 

When Hotchener returned to the 
hospital, Barrymore gave him the 
gun and said, “You stand guard 
a little while. Don't let a soul 
come near the place unless prop- 
erly dressed in hospital white. I’m 
going out for a few minutes.”

Now they stitch gloves and make ladies’ under- 
wear, but handkerchiefs, which used to be the main product, 
have gone out, largely because Puerto Rico now has a mini- 
mum wage law in operation which prevents the low prices 
formerly paid for piece work. While this does not mean that 
people get high wages, they are far more adequate than they 
used to be. 

Mrs. Tugwell also took us to visit three of the milk sta- 
tions for children between two and seven. This took us 
through some of the poorest parts of the city, and I cannot 
say that it was a much more cheerful sight than when I 
was here before. Though the children are getting only one 
good meal a day, they looked in far better condition than 
the ones I saw ten years ago.

E have been having a succes- 
W sion of parents come to our 
hospital, who want their 
child’s tonsils and adenoids re- 
moved, so the child can have its 


nine-point health button at school.. 


When they are told the child 
doesn’t need its tonsils out they 
seem disappointed and frustrated 
and think something is wrong. 
To begin with, the nine-point 
health program doesn't say a child 
is not healthy unless the tonails 


are out. It says that the child 


should have a healthy throat. This: 
no abnormal redness, no 


means 
pus can be expressed from the 
tonsils and no kernels (lymph- 
nodes) can be felt under the skin 
around the jaw or down the neck, 

But somehow from these ex- 
aminations the tonsils get in- 
volved and doctors are constantly 
being asked to make an examina- 
tion and give certificates that the 
child’s throat needs no surgery 
and that it deserves a nine-point 
button.

I CAN REMEMBER not so long 
ago when throat specialists pretty 


' generally thought every child’s 


tonsils should come out just on 
general principles. That idea has, 
I think, happily been abandoned. 

Nobody knows exactly what the 
functions of the tonsils and ade- 
noids are. They are lymphatic 
structures, part of the lymphatic 
system all over the body, and one 
of the functions of the lymphatics 
is to fight infection. The tonsils 
are very large in a baby and this 
suggests that they protect the 
baby’s sensitive bronchial tubes 
from infection by engulfing and 
destroying the germs that get in 
with the inspired air and with the 
food. This is, of course, dangerous 
sentry duty and the tonsils may 
enguif some germs they cannot 
kill’ and hence become the focal 
points for infection. And they are 


“very subject to acute infection in 


the form of acute tonsillitis, 

There is universal agreement 
that the tonsils can be removed 
without any permanent damage to 
the body economy. 

But are those considerations 
enough to warrant routine remov- 
al of the tonsils in every school 


child? I do not know any chil- 


dren’s specialist or throat special- 
ist who would vote in the affirma- 
tive on that. 

x * * 

THERE ARE THREE possible 
indications for taking out the ton- 
sils in children or adults: 

One is recurrent attacks of 
acute tonsillitis. . 

Second is recurrent attacks of 
running ear or continuous running 
ears, This may be due to an in- 
fected tonsil or adenoid hanging 
ad the end of the Eustachian 


ube. 

Third is focal infection. Here 
the question comes -up—do the 
tonsils actually harbor a focal in- 
fection? The big tonsils of a baby 
are very tempting to the inexperi- 
enced surgeon, but in a baby big 
tonsils aJone do not mean infec- 
tion. Later, say at the age of 15 
or 20, if one can see the tonsils 
without instrumental aid when the 
patient’s mouth is open it is pre- 
sumptive evidence of infection, 
but the safest standard is to re- 
quire that pus can be expressed 
from the tonsil before the diag- 
nosis of focal] infection is decided. 

It used to be said that removal 


of tonsils was justified because it. 


prevented rheumatic fever, but I 
notice in a recent medical sympo- 
sium that children who have been 
followed up after tonsillectomy 
are found to have rheumatic fever 
just as often as those who still 
have their: tonsils,

child!” For it has come to that— 
the gals have invaded one of the 
last fields held sacred to mascul- 
inity—the fire station. And if 
you doubt the ability of women to 
cope with the hook and the lad- 
der, the ax and the hose, you'll 
have the 12 fire belles at Scott 
Field to deal with. They call fire 
station ._No. 6, in the hospital 
area, home. 


So far as Fire Chief W. J. Duf- 


fy, of Scott Field and Capt. Ar- 
thur D. McGrew, civilian person- 


“nel officer, know, the Scott Field 


fire women are the only ones in 


the country. Chief Duffy and 
Capt. McGrew, who introduced 
this innovation in personne] be- 
cause of the man-power shortage 
and the loss of many firemen to 
selective service, know of only one 
other instance where women have 
been employed in a similar capa- 
city. “Female fire fighters were 
used at the Savannah (Ga.) Ord- 
nance Plant, but when the, per- 
sonnel was reduced there, the 
women were dismissed,” Duffy re- 
calls, 

Being a firewoman is more than 
just hanging your hat at the fire 
station and giving the mailman a 
new address, say these 12 girls, 
who ought to know. First of all, 
before qualifying, they passed a 
rigid physicaleexamination which 
excluded applicants under 22 years 
and over 85, who weighed less 
than 105 or more than 170 pounds, 
Preference was given to the wives 
of service men (there are five in 
the outfit), but as Chief Duffy 
points out, women with too many 
family responsibilities could not 
qualify for the job.

. IKE Johy, in the nursery 
rhyme, the fire belles wear 
great big waterproof hats and 
great big waterproof mackintosh- 
es,” while on duty. Their unitform 
is a strictly utilitarian affair, con- 
sisting of blue serge slacks, blue 
cambric shirts, and navy blue 
ties. There’s no time to puil on a 
girdle or apply pan-cake make-up 
when the alarm sounds, and some 
of the girls sleep in woolen under- 
wear in the cold weather, Chief 
Duffy says, “If they’re not dressed 
and out of the station in 18 sec- 
onds after the alarm sounds, 
they're getting draggy!” 
The first applicants underwent 
thirty-days’ training in the rudi- 
ments of fire fighting, but new- 
comers to the,force now-learn as 
they work. “First of all,” explains 
Leona Spehn, chief of one of the 
two shifts of six girls, “we have 
to learn how to drive the heavy 
euipment and handle the fire- 
fighting apparatus. We study a 
map of the post and memorize 
the location of all the buildings 
in our area (there are seventy-five 
for which we.are responsible) and 
where the fireplugs are stationed. 
We learn about the ADT signal 
system and what the signals 
mean. There's plenty to do, all 
right.” 
“We work on twenty-four hour 
shifts, just like the men, Bedtime 
is 9 p. m. and we get up at 7 a. m, 
There's one girl on duty in the 
signal room all through the night, 
so we six girls divide the time 
into shifts of two hours each. The 
girl who comes off duty is re- 
sponsible for waking the pext one 
to take over.” 
Since the fire station is all on 
one floor, the girls do not have 
the traditional pole to slide down. 
They sleep in a large room be- 
hind the main section of the fire 
station which is sparsely furnished 
with twelve regulation G. I. beds 
and twelve metal clothes lockers. 
Martha Broshears, chief of the 
second shift, explained the setup 
for leaving the station when an 
alarm comes in, “The girl on ditty 
in the signal room locates the 
fire and tells the chief. We have 


a driver and an assistant. driver, 
and when an alarm sounds, the 
remaining four girls on the shift 
just catch on the truck anyplace. 
When we arrive at the fire, the 
chief is responsible for going in 
to investigate the nature of the 
alarm, and tell us what equipment 
to use, The truck driver runs the 
booster pump (used to increase 
water pressure when we use the 
water in our truck tank), and 
two other girls are responsible 
for hooking up the hard suction 
hose to a water plug.” 


One of the most difficult things 
which the girls have learned is 
climbing a ladder while carrying 
a heavy water-filled hose. “Climb- 
ing in rubber boots and heavy 
coats ia no cinch,” one of the girls 
pointed out. “And when you have 
to carry an ax, @ rope, and a gas 
mask, too, you really have your 
hands full. In our spare time, we 
are learning to tie all the knots 
firemen use in rescue work. By 
now, we ought, to know more 
about knots than the average Boy 


Scout.”
